from said other receiving device to compete the data packet and a data transmission 

session. 

Regarding claim 40, the prior arts do not explicitly disclose the limitation: 
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said receiving device receiving a retransmission of said missing or mangled data 
from said other receiving device in the same or different networks to compete the data 
packet and a data transmission session. 

Regarding claim 58, the prior arts do not explicitly disclose the limitation: 

said apparatus receiving a retransmission of said missing or mangled data from 

said other receiving device in the same or different networks to compete the data packet 

and a data transmission session.
